ON SEIZURE - BILL 
EXPLAINS NEED 


Secretary of War Says 
Powers Sought for Presi- 


dent Are Designed to 
End Bottlenecks ahd Re- 
lieve Shortages. 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day that property seizure powers 
requested for the President were 
needed to relieve machine tool bot- 
tlenecks, aluminum shortages and 
German patent controls on vital 


defense processes, and should not | 


be delayed by any “frivilous ob- 
jections” in Congress. 

Discussing the requisition bill 
at a press conference, Stimson 
said he believed there would be 
“no serious objection” to imposing 
a two or four year time limit on 
the proposed powers.” 

He was willing to accept a time 
limit, Stimson said, if that would 
help “the feeling of those who be- 
lieve they are putting the crimps 
on a would-be dictator.” 

He declared the bill was one of 
“the most important” before Con- 
gress and “ought to be passed with 
as little delay as possible.” 


Complaint From Both Sides. 
“On one side,” he added, “we are 
being pounded for not going fast- 
er and on the other we are meet- 
ing frivolous objections to the 
methods we ask to help us go 
faster.” 

The War Department proposed 
the enactment of the bill giving 
President Roosevelt unlimited pow- 
ers to take over private property 
and it.had the support of the 
navy and OPM. In Congress, how- 
ever, it has met a variety of crit- 
icism. * 

Discussing the needs which he 
said lay behind the proposal, Stim- 
son mentioned machine tools. He 
said there were many machine 
tools not in use, or collected by 
second hand dealers “who are try- 
ing to hold up the Government.” 

Private Use of Aluminum. 

Next, Stimson said, large stocks 
of raw materials could be brought 
within Government control. Spe- 
cifically, he mentioned great quan- 
tities of aluminum now being used 
“in private industry. 

Third, Stimson cited patents 
“held by the German Government” 
and which the United States Gov- 
ernment “can’t get at and use 
without such a law.” 

“This law would permit those 
patents to be taken over by the 
United States Government,” Stim- 
son said. “At present they can be 
held up by influences which don’t 
want us to prepare our defenses.” 

Demands for Amendment. 

Congressional demands, however, 
were multiplying for drastic 
amendment of the draft property 
bill. 

Senator George of Georgia, act- 
ing majority leader, said “this bill 
could not pass in its present broad, 
sweeping form.” 

George, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, declared it 
was “absolutely necessary” that a 
specific time limit be placed on 
the proposed powers. As the meas- 
ure stands, the President could 
take over property “temporarily 
or permanently,” at his discretion. 

George thought requisition legis- 
lation was necessary “to prevent 
interruption to the defense struc- 
ture we are building up,” and ex- 
pressed confidence that the bill 
would be satisfactorily revised be- 
fore it reached the floor. 

Efficacy of Bill Disputed. 

There was Senate taik of an 
amendment providing that the 
President could take over plants 
only when strikes or other factors 
catised production stoppages. 

The efficacy of the bill under 
such circumstances was questioned 
by several legislators. 

Senator Danaher (Rep.), Con- 

‘necticut, who announced himself 
‘as “flatly and unequivocally op- 
posed to the whole bill,” contend- 
ed that it would be no help in 
labor disputes. 
_ “Suppose the Government took 
over a. plant where there had been 
a strike,” he ,asked reporters. 
“Would they send a soldier to each 
worker's house to force him back 
to work? And even, if they sent 
him to the plant at the point of 
a bayonet, they couldn’t make him 
work after he got inside.” 

Would Protect Labor’s Rights. 

Senator La Follette (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, raised a similar question. 
The ent, he said, would 


obtain less rather than more pro- 


duction “if there is any attempt to 
coerce labor.” 

Senator Davis (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, former Secretary of Labor, 
said he was opposed to the bill. 

“After they took over a plant,” 
he asked, “who would they send 
to run it? There may be some 
good executives in ‘the Govern- 
ment, but I'll bet not one of them 
could run a stéel mill.” 

La Follette contended that any 
bill should contain guarantees of 
ro sgh rights and asked whether 

the proposed legislation was “a

ARMY TO RELEASE MEN

Requests for Return of Soldiers to 
Civilian Work Must Come 
From Former Employers. 

WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP). — 


The War Department announced 


today that soldiers needed, because 
of their special skills, to fill key 
positions in defenége industries may 
be released from military service.

The proposed power development 
of 2,200,000 horsepower, or approxi- 
mately 1,650,000 kilowatts, would 
make it larger than the 1,560,000 
kilowatts to be produced in the 
TVA development by 1942, but 
smaller than the Grand Coulee 
Dam on the Columbia River, which 
will produce, when completed, ap- 
proximately 1,944,000 kilowatts.

— Loss Estimated at 
$4500. 


Flames 
flowing from the outlet of a 20,- 
000-gallon tank at the bulk plant 
of the Deep Rock Oil Corp., 5901 
St. Louis avenue, soared more than 
200 feet in the air for two hours 
last night before firemen succeed- 
ed in reaching a control valve to 
stop the flow of fuel. The blaze 
attracted a great throng of spec- 
tators. 

Fire department equipment, sum- 
moned by four alarms, prevented 
spread of the fire to 13 storage

Explosion Starts Fire. 


The fire started when gasoline 
being loaded into a tank truck 
became ignited after. a small ex- 
plosion. Ray Singler, 5874 Plym- 
frouth, plant manager, who was 
standing on the truck, was thrown 
to the ground and suffered slight 
burns of the left hand and elbow. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the explosion occurred as he shift- 
ed the loading hose from one tank 
compartment of the truck to an- 
other. George Arth, district man- 
ager of the corporation, suggested 
static electricity as the cause of 
the sudden blaze. 

Arth, summoned from his home 
at Fenton, accompanied Battalion 
Fire Chief Maurice O’Connor to 
the control valve, situated at the 
edge of one of the two tiers of 
tanks. The flow of gasoline was 


stopped, and the blaze was. quick- 
ly extinguished: Firemen, before 
Arth’s arrival, had been unable to 
find the valve. Another one vwas 
too near the source of the blaze 
to be reached.

But when things 
are going bad, you know, you 
can’t stand still; you have to 
‘make a change. We hope to 
have some place in the organ- 
ization for Haney and already 
have discussed it generally with 
him.” 

When asked about this, 
Haney said he had made no de- 
cision and it would depend, of 
course, upon the position of- 
fered.

Sewell has a reputation of being 
a capable developer of pitchers, 
which should be a great help to 
the Browns.

Last fall, Sewell was prominent- 
ly mentioned as possible successor 
to Oscar Vitt, who managed the 
tearful and pennant-thwarted in- 
dians of 1940. tut Roger Peck- 
inpaugh was named instead. 


“Only an Average Player.” 

Describing himself as “only an 
average ball player,” Sewell was 
catcher with the Cleveland Indians 
from 1921 to 1932, going almost 


directly into the major leagues 
after leaving University of Ala- 
bama. 

Early in 1933 he was traded to 
Washington, which won the Ameri- 
can League pennant that year. 
Sewell caught five games in the 
world series with the Senators. 

In 1935 he was traded to the 
Browns for Pitcher Irving Hadley 
but immediately was sold to the 
Chicago White Sox, with whom 
he played until 1938. After a sea- 
son with Brooklyn during which 
he did not play, Sewell returned 
to Cleveland, caught a few games 
and began coaching. 

His “long service batting record” 
from 1921 to 1939 was .259. One of 
three baseball-playing brothers 
Luke, whose full name is James 
Luther Sewell, is not to, be‘ con- 
fused with brother Joe, ‘an out- 
standing hitter with the Indians 
during the ‘20s, or brother Tom, 
who was with the Chicago Cubs 
in 1927.

Missouri House 
Passes Five Pct. 
Sports Tax Bill 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 
5.—The House today passed and 
sent to the Senate the Hess Dill 
which would place professional 
football, ice hockey- and several 
other professiona) sports under 
the supervision of the Missouri 
Athletic Commission, and subject 
them to a commission license tax 
of 5 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts. 

The bill also makes the tax ap- 
plicable to receipts for the show- 
ing in Missouri, by television, of 
any sports event conducted out- 
side the State. 

Representative David A. Hess of 
St. Louis who introduced the bill, 
told the House John J. Griffin of 
St. Louis, chairman of the athletic 
commission, had asked him to in- 
troduce the bill, and was backing 
it. Hess estimated the bill would 
produce about $100,000 in addition- 
al revenue for the commission in 
a biennial period. 

The bill applies to professional 
football, ice hockey, basketball, 
handball, tennis, softball, armyball 
and midget automobile racing. It 
does not affect amateur sports.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 5.— 
A secret ballot bill, providing for 
concealment of the voter’s number 
on the ballot, was passed by the 
House of Represerttatives today by 
a vote of 97 to 9, and will go to 
the Senate for consideration. 
The measure provides that a 
black sticker two inches square, 
with gummed edges, shall be past- 
ed over the number, not to be re- 


moved thereafter except in case 
of a contested election, grand jury 
investigation, or a civil or criminal 
trial in which the violation of elec- 
tion laws shall be at issue. The 
purpose of using a black sticker 
is to prevent reading the number 
by holding the ballot to the light. 

The stickers are to be provided 
by the election officials, county 
clerks in most parts of the State 
and election boards where such 
boards exist. The judges are re- 
quired to place the sticker over 
the number in the voter’s pres- 
ence, before placing the ballot in 
the box. 

Two bills to this effect, one of 
them closely copying the Colorado 
secret ballot statute, were offered 
in the House by Republican mem- 
bers, Charles Madison of Kansas 
City, Randall Kitt of Chillicothe 
and William Barton of Jonesburg. 
The House Committee on Elec- 
tions, instead of reporting either 
of the measures, evolved the pres- 
ent measure. 

Howard Elliott (R) of St. Louis

The Social Security appropriation 
authorizing record-breaking 
expenditures of $63,347,625 for old- 
age pensions, direct relief and aid 
to dependent children during the 
1941-42 biennium, was passed by 
the House today, 96 to 10, and sent 
to the Senate for approval. 

The total allotment is about $11,- 
000,000 more than was spent for the 
State’s aid program last biennium, 
but is $18,800,000 less than the 
amount requested by the State So- 
cial Security Commission. 

The bill carries $37,000,000 in 
State funds, or $5,750,000 more than 
last biennium, and $26,347,625 in 
Federal grants for old-age pen- 
sions, aid for dependent children 
and administrative expenses, or $5,- 
000,000 more than was contributed 
to Missouri for the last two years. 

The measure appropriates $43,- 
000,000 for old-age pensions, the 
State and Federal governments 
each paying half; $9,000,000 for di- 
rect relief, all in State funds; $7;- 
000,000 for aid to dependent chil- 
dren, half of which is a Federal 
grant; $4,250,000 for administration, 
including $3,000,000 out of State 
funds, and $97,625 in Federal funds 
for child welfare services.

No Immediate Danger. 

Both army and navy men take

DESIRE to voice my hearty approval 
of your recent editorial favoring a 
school survey. Everyone knows the 1931 
law is an absolute failure so far as re- 
organization of the school units is con- 
cerned. 

I believe statistics show that not one 
enlarged district has been formed dur- 
ing the first 10 years, and it ig reason- 
able to expect that not one will be 
formed during the next 20 years unless 
the law is modified. 

Why? Because the law places a pre- 
mium on not organizing, 

We should realize that better schools 
cannot be secured by simply mcreasing 
State funds. It all depends upon how 
the funds are to be spent. 

It would be a grave mistake for this 
session of the General Assembly to ap- 
propriate more a sufficient amount 
to pay out the 1931 law in full beyond 
the first level. 

There are approximately 2500 school 
distriqts in Missouri with an average at- 
tendance of fewer than 15, and there 
are many districts with not more thah 
five in attendance. 

Will an increase in State funds in 
those districts guarantee better schools? 
The answer is no, Instead of benefitting 
the schools, increased funds will likely 
make it more difficult to bring about the 
reorganization which is so necessary be- 
fore Missouri can go forward. 

So let’s have the educational survey.

He fell heir to a 
newly-created Empire, where art and science were 
at a creative crest, where trade was expanding, edu- 
cational standards were the world’s highest and 
sober industry was the premier national trait. Wil- 
helm was not content. He meant to be a Grand 
Monarch of the medieval pattern, with the divine 
right of kings as; his guiding® star. He looked 
patronizingly upon démocracy, regarded social re- 
forms as a sop to the people and made a fetish of 
military might. He strutted and declaimed at army 
maneuvers and naval launchings, often to the intense 
mortification of his Ministers. He dedicated his 
people to the glories gf mailed fist and shining 
‘armor—“Germany, like Imperial Rome; must expand 
and impose itself.” 

The fixing of actual World War guilt is a subject 
of endless controversy. In reality, there were many 
causes, economic as well as political. Withelm sought 
to avert the explosion, but his policies had played 
a part in laying the charge. His militarism, swag- 
gering boastfulness and proud imperialism had con- 
tributed to rousing fear of Germany. His vow “to 
increase this heritage,” his officers’ toasts to “Der 
Tag,” had a hand in stimulating*the great armaments 
race. War was in the air, as Col. House reported 
to President Wilson, months before the fatal shots 
were fired at Sarajevo. 

Wilhelm’s appeals to Vienna, St. Petersburg and 
London in those tense summer days of 1914 were in 
vain. Europe fumbled and blundered its. way into a 
war that nobody wanted. “The sword has been forced 
into my hand!” the Kaiser exclaimed when the con- 
flict came, but publicists of the day fixed a great 
share of war responsibility upon the hand that had 
rattled the sword so often. 

Wilhelm’s vast ambitions have long since fallen 
into dust, and so have the hatreds roused against 
him. It seems strange today to reflect that the 
white-bearded old woodchopper who» lived so. long 
in placid exile was once reviled as “The Beast 
of Berlin.” At a time when equally bitter invective 


of antiquity about the scathing poetic lines of Wil- 
liam Watson: 


On the fair script of Time, Thou blot thou 
sceptered Smear Across the day. 


“Hang the Kaiser!” was. the battle-cry and post- 
war British election slogan. Plans were made for 
his trial before an international tribunal for a long 
list of brutal crimes. But Holland refused extradi- 
tion, and war-roused passions ebbed at last to leave 
the aging exile to his woodpile, his rose garden, his 
books and the pretense of his pseudo-royal court. 
And his thoughts. 

Perhaps a greater punishment than any planned 
for him came to Wilhelm ag, in his long years of 
exile, he contemplated the past and considered what 
might have been. Or perhaps, and it is more likely, 
the man’s enormous pride and egotism remained to 
justify his every action in and before the tragic 
years of war. 

There can scarcely be a doubt, however, that the 
ex-Kaiser felt himself eclipsed, reduced to a smaller 
role on history’s stage, by the deeds of the Fuehrer 
who now rules in Berlin. Nationalism moved him 
to admiration, but it must have been tempered by 
bitter reflection on how a house-painter from Vienna 
had achieved more than an Emperor of the proud 
Hohenzoliern line. 

Perhaps Hitler, too, is moved to reflection by the 
ex-Kaiser’s career. For, like many a war lord be- 
fore him, Wilhelm found only defeat, frustration and 
exile at the end of spectacular .and prolonged 
triumphs. 
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SOUND ADVICE BY DR. LAHEY. 

If the American Medical Association follows the 
program laid down by its new president, Dr. Frank 
H. Lahey of Boston, benefits are in store for both 
the organization and the public. 

Dr. Lahey tells the doctors to stop fighting with 
the Government and among themselves, to give up 
wrangles over “trivialities,” to abandon “suits, priv- 
ileges, personalities and personal opinion“ in order 
to make its greatest possible contribution to the de- 
fense effort. 

The AMA’s protracted fight against —— co- 
operatives is one of those unseemly wrangles. It 
brought about the organization’s conviction under 
the anti-trust law, and a fine of $2500, to the great 
embarrassment of many members. If the AMA now 
gives up this fight, if it concedes the co-operatives’ 
right to exist, energies can be devoted to fulfilling 
the physicians’ important role in national defense. 

That task includes caring for the health of both 
men in service and the general population. Quarrel- 
ing with organizations that seek to make medical 
care available to a wider public is a disservice to 
the country’s.welfare. It will be far better to ac- 
cept Dr. Lahey’s counsel and concentrate on ful- 
filling the important responsibilities that fest upon 
the profession’s shoulders in these critical times.

A Salute to St. Louis’ Smoke Victory 


First winter's experience shows that solution has been found, Bos- 
ton newspaper writer says; social and economic gains of a cleaner 
city listed; higher cost of smokeless fuel offset by increase in heat 
yield; pure atmosphere is described as a community achievement.

PEACH tree bloomed in downtown St. 

Léuis the other day. It was the first 

time such a thing had happened there 
since 1904. 

Why is that news? 

Because when a peach tree blooms in 
downtown St. Louis, it means that it hasn't 
been blighted by smoke. And that means 
St. Louis must have solved its smoke prob- 
lem. 

St. Louis has solved its smoke problem. 
Winter fires are burned out. The heating 
season is over. The whole story can now 
be told. Perhaps it will take another win- 
ter or so to determine precisely just how 
much good has been done, but it is certain 
from the experience of this past winter.that 
the solution has been found. 

That solution is embodied in a smoke 
ordinance which is very simple—almost. ele- 
mentary: it makes it illegal for anyone to 
burn fuel or to stoke fires so as to cause 
heavy smoke. 

More specifically, the law says in effect: 
“That all those burning high volatile fuels 
must employ mechanical burning equip- 
ment to burn it smokelessly. That all others 
must use smokeless fuel. That in case of 
emergency or necessary control, the ‘city 
administration be authoribed to engage in 
the purchase, sale and distribution of fuel. 
That railroads shall conform to these sug- 
gestions.” 

One who had not visited St. Louis before 
the winter of 1940-41 might not appréciate 
what has been done. Just citing the mere 
figures that during this past winter there 
were but 17 hours of thick smoke, a reduc- 
tion of 85 per cent, and a drop from 610 to 
186 hours of moderate smoke, doesn’t tell 
the story. 

But when you go at it in terms of having 
to crawl through the city streets with your 
lights on, in midday; of having to wash 
your curtains as often as your bed clothes, 
and your shirts as often as your hands, a 
more understandable picture appears.

No peach tree, nor any other kind of 


‘fruit tree, would bloom downtown there be- 


fore. Fruit was killed even in the residen- 
tial areas, Smoke palls hung over the city 
regularly during the winter, bringing dark- 
ness and leaving a coating of soot on 
streets, buildings and people.

days later by the famous “black Tuesday,” 
with a smoke pall so thick that citizens 
clamored for action. 

It took a lot of organizing and persuad- 
ing, but with the help of business men, in- 
dustrialists, railroads and the city admin- 
istration of Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, 
the ordinance finally was put into effect in 
April, 1940. It specified “smokeless” solid 
fuels as those of 23 per cent volatile con- 
tent, which includes coal from many fields 
in West Virginia, Arkansas and Oklahoma, 
but excludes Illinois coal, which runs from 
30 to 45 per cent in gas and tar oils, the 
smoke-producing factor. 

April was too late to do anything about 
it for that heating season, of course, but 
during the summer the enforcement machin- 
ery was put in order and full co-operation 
assured. 

A proposed boycott of St. Louis business, 
fostered by Illinois mine operators and 
workers and business elements in the Illi- 
nois mine region was a serious threat for a 
time. But this move failed to gain ground. 
Many, it was said, saw that a smokeless, 
growing city would ultimately increase coal 
consumption, improve all business. 

More than 6500 stokers were installed in 
homes and small business places, making it 
possible still to use the Hlinois coal in a 
prepared, cleaned form. 

> * * 

Meanwhile, some opposed the move’ be- 
cause they felt it would be an added bur- 
den on those who could not afford stokers 
or the higher cost of the smokeless fuel. It 
was shown, though, that while the smoke- 
less coal cost more, it gave more heat. De- 
velopment of small packages went far to 
meet this problem. The added cleanliness is 
appreciated in the humble homes as much 
as any. 

All the savings won't be counted up for a 
while, But it is known that one hotel has

ORIGINAL STUART PORTRAIT

Cleaned for the first time since 
it was painted, two years before 
Stuart’s death in 1827, the portrait 
is in perfect condition. 

The painting recently was sought 
by another gallery for exhibition.

FLYING CADET WEEK 


St. Louis to Be ‘Attacked’ Daily 
by Scott Field and Parks 
College Flyers. 


Airplane flights, simulating 
bombing attacks, will .be a daily 
occurrence in St. Louis for a week, 
starting tomorrow, to help call 
attention to “Flying Cadet Week,” 
which is being observed through- 
out the country in connection with 
the Army Air Corps’ drive for en- 
listments. 

At noon each day a group of 
about 40 planes from Scott Field 
and Park Air College will zoom 
over the city and pick out likely 
objectives for raids. Next Thurs- 
day there will be a night “raid,” 
during Which factories and fire 
departments in St. Louis and vi- 
cinity will sound their whistles and 
sirens to “warn” the citizenry.

Brief night flights are also 
planned for St. Louis for tomor- 
row, Monday and Wednesday. 

Saturday there will be a down- 
town parade in St. Louis in which 
more than 7000 members of  vet- 
erans, civic and patriotic groups 
are expected to march. There will 
be 38 bands. and drum corps and 
22 floats.

‘Using Effectively

RIORITIES, price control, 


commandeering, 
means to prevent labor stop-/ 


The power of priorities has been 
broadly granted to the administra- 
tion by Congress. It is a power 
to say, régardless of contract or 
any other private interest 6r obli- 
gation, in what relative order any 


supplier shall produce or deliver |} 


his product wherever a public re- 
quirement is in question. 

The President has requested full 

rs of commandeering. This 

is a power to take any kind of 


private property for public use: 


upon payment to the owner of 
just compensation, as required by 
our Constittuion. Congress should, 
and doubtless will, grant this pow- 
er without stint or limit. It, in 
large part, already exists. While 
it sounds dictatorial, it is the least 
arbitrary and unusual of any of 
the four powers mentioned. 

It is really nothing more than 
the ancient power of eminent: do- 
main, and is, by strong implica- 
tion at least, expressly authorized 
by the Constitution even in time 
of peace. 

Though price control is not a 
new idea, it was never very effec- 
tively used until our experience in 
the World War and then “too little 
and too late.” It was tried in the 
colonies in the revolution and in 
the confederacy, but not scientif- 
ically. The Germans have used 
it with success. We have made a 
few gestures, but we are letting 
the real opportunity slip through 
our fingers. The reason for tim- 
idity and insufficient action on 
this point is probably much the 
same as the reason for failure on 
the fourth point—effective means 
to prevent labor stoppages in war 
production. 

Price control means wage con- 
trol and is utterly impossible with- 
out wage control. This adminis- 
tration seems willing to get as 
tough as could be desired on every 
element in the defense effort ex- 
cept labor. Until it is willing to 


get totgh all around there is not} 


going to be a satisfactory war ef- 
fort. 

Runaway prices and strikes at 
key points are the worst dangers 
we have to face. Recently there 
has been a tendency to measure 
our war effort by the amount of 
money spent in comparison with 
the first World War effort, or our 
earlier effort this time. 


Rubber Yardstick. 


That may be one rule but it is 
a rubber yardstick. Increased 
spending could conceivably be no 
indication of increased tonnage of 
production at all. B. M. Baruch 
estimates that increased prices 
have already increased produc- 
tion costs from 10 to 20 per cent. 
If they are not stopped they 
could, as they did. in the World 
War, multiply expenditures per 
unit of production. As measured 
in pre-war dollars World War 
costs were increased to percen- 
tages as follows: 5 
United States— — — —217 Pct. 
Other associated powers 369 Pct. 
Central powers — — —336 Pet. 

Recent tendencies to measure 
performances by dollars spent are 
about as trustworthy as recent 
tendencies to report progress by 
saying we have “doubled, trebled,” 
or increased production “tenfold,” 
or that our goal is similarly to 
multiply production rates without 
telling the to e rate to which 
the multiple applies. A thousand 
times zero is still zero and multi- 
plication of any small and insuf- 
ficient rate may still be insuffi- 
cient. 

The President should be freely 
givn all four powers. But it is 
one thing to have powers and an- 
other thing to use them effectively. 
Many of the four powers have di- 
rectly or indirectly been at his 
disposal for a long time. The blunt 
truth is that they have not been 
used effectively, and are so far 
from being used effectively now 
that a qustion is unavoidable as 
to whether the subordinates en- 
trusted with their use understand 
them and the problems clearly. 
enough ever to use them effective-

CASE RECORDS

They don’t ask you 
whether or not you want the

you do and subtly convey a similiar impression to the prospect 
by some such query as: “Mrs. Brown, would you prefer to 
have us deliver this by Saturday morning for your week-end 
cleaning, ‘or would Monday do just as well?” Or they will ask 
whether you'd rather have delivery by express or freight. Those 
examples demonstrate the minor decision, wherein the pros- 
pect’s attention is diverted to a choice between two actions, 


Re Hee 
YOU DOUBTLESS recall Hamlet's indecision as indicated 
in his famous “To be’or not to be” soliloquy. When dealing 
with an audience or a customer, always give them a choice be- 


tween at least two positive actions or objects. Don’t be guilty 
of the Hamlet technique. As Elmer Wheeler has aptly phrased 


it, “Never offer. a prospect a choice beween something and 


nothing.” Suppose you are at a soda fountain, ordering a 
malted milk, “Do you want an egg in your malted milk?” in- 
quires the clerk. 

This is a “something versus nothing” choice. Probably nine 
times out of 10,;:the customer will decline the egg. “Will you 
have two eggs or one in your malted milk?” inquires the live 
wire clerk. A majority of persons will then take at least one 
egg. This method is also an example of the minor decision.

WHEN YOU ARE chairman of a meeting, moreover, and 
wish to invite active discussion by the members of the audi- 
ence, be sure you give them two definite propositions between 
which to make a choice. Don't say, “Now the meeting is open 
for discussion. Does anybody wish to say anything on the 
liquor question?” A. vague query such as the above will catch 
many people wool gathering. Evén the best educated person” 
has difficulty getting launched on a definite train of thought 
when confronted by such a vague stimulus. Instead, ask the 
audience if they think {tis worse for women to drink than 
it is for men. Even in the department store, it is wise to lay 
two or three bolts of cloth before the customer and then let 
' her decide. Remember, you will be more successful offering 
people two positive choices than a Hamlet policy of “to buy 
er not te buy.”

Exercising the Ankles 


7 Hope Chandler 


F YOU desire —2 and small 

ankles and legs, look to your 

shoes. For shoes which give 
constant free play to the joints 
of the feet (and there are 30 
joints) usually produce a light, 
graceful step, small feet with slim 
ankles and more shapely legs and 
thighs. Stiffness of a shoe, or 
squeezing by a shoe, congests the 
foot and both it and the ankles 
swell noticeably. 

It stands to reason that if your 
foot is comfortable in a shoe, and 
feels supported, you will walk and 
run more than you would if your 
shoes restricted foot action. Thus 
your thigh and leg muscles are 
kept stretched and working nor- 
mally and no excess weight clings 
to them. Too few women walk 
enough. Five miles a day is not 
too many and every woman should 
walk at least two or three. Try 
walking two miles each day for 
10 days and see how much better 
you feel. 


To limber ankles: Stand holding 
the back of a straight chair. 

Exercise: Spring with ankle ac- 
tion, raising the heels high until 
only the toes touch. Return to 
starting position, spring up again. 
Don’t aid yourself with your arms, 
make the ankles do the work. Keep 
springing up and down until you 
can get way up on the very tips 
of your toes—as a ballet dancer 
does. 

Part 2: Stand away from the 
chair and repeat entire exercise, 
without losing balance. Here is a 
good method: Stand with feet flat 


on floor, head up. Fix eyes on an 
object level with their vision. Now 
spring high as possible above that 
level—pushing off from the heels 
and landing high on the tips of the 
toes, but coming quickly down to 
the heels again. Practice for 10 
minutes at least. 

Now rehearse: Sit on floor, 
hands resting lightly at sides. 
Stretch the toes down toward the 
floor, pulling on the insteps, keep- 
ing knees flat on the floor. It 
hurts but keep stretching! Then 
stretch the toes up in the air and 
point the heels—making instep 
and ankle do the work. You may 
vary this by throwing your head 
back as your toes point and bring- 
ing it back to position as your 
heels point. 

Spend 20 minutes reviewing all 
of this week's exercises. Do each 
at least three times.

conferences with the parents, the 
specialists—anybody “who might 
have the power to help this child 
and prevent his being left back.
